SOON BEFORE SENATE 


Democratic Leader Says 
Conference Will Dead- 
lock if Hoover Insists on 
Power to Alter Rates. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—New 
troubles for the tariff-torn Senate 
lay just ahead today with the de- 
termination of the duty to be fixed 


on sugar near. 

Democratic leaders were anxious 
for more time to prepare for the 
impending controversy and indi- 
cated that they opposed immediate 
consideration. So much progress 
was made with the bill yesterday 
that the sugar fight is at hand 
much sooner than had been ex- 
pected. 

When reached in its regular or- 
der, in the course of the special 
session, the sugar section was 
passed over originally so that all 
sides of the controversy might be 
able to make more adequate prep- 
aration. 

The Senate today rejected, 40 to 
32, an amendment to the tariff bill 
which would havé increased from 
65 to 60 per cent the duty on 
woven silk fabrics on broad silks. 

The record vote was demanded 
by Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, an opponent of the increase, 


‘ after a viva voce vote had approved 


it. The House did not change the 
present duty on woven silk. 

This was the lone rate amend- 
ment to the silk schedule and rayon 
duties were called up next. 

The Senate has adopted 31 
amendments providing increases on 
manufactured wool—yarns, fabrics, 
blankets, clothing and rugs. 

The session yesterday found the 
Democratic-Independent Republi- 
can coalition widely split, which 
made possible the approval of 
many committee proposals for 
higher rates. The coalition, which 
last fall was concededly in control 
of tariff legislation, was sundered 
in voting on other items of the 
wool schedule taken up in the clos- 
ing days of the special session, 
through the conflicting demands of 
Senators from wool-producing and 
wool-consuming States. 

Grundy Does Not Vote. 

The only roll-call yesterday 
found Senator Grundy of Pennsyl- 
vania, whose activities on behalf 
of a high tariff before his appoint- 
ment to the Senate were investi- 
gated by the Caraway Lobby Com- 
mittee, declining to vote for the 
reason that he was financially in- 
terested in the manufacture of the 
item in question—wool yarn. | 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Democratic leader, issued a 
statement last night asserting that 
if President Hoover insists upon 
retaining the authority to change 
rates, conferred upon him by the 
present law, the tariff program 
now under consideration will run 
up against an absolute deadlock in 
conference. 

Referring to the action of the 
Senate in approving an amend- 
ment giving to Congress the rate 
changing power now vested iff the 
President, Robinson said that this 
step was not aimed at Mr. Hoover. 
He expressed the hope that the 
Chief Executive would “recognize 
the justice“ of relinquishing his 
present power. 

How Senators Divided. 
Tue roll call on the yarn amend- 
ment was 36 to 29 in favor of in- 
areasing both the compensatory 
and protective duties on fine yarns 
valued at between $1 and $1.50 a 
pound and yarns worth over $1.50. 

Eight Republicans, mostly from 
the West, joined 21 Democrats 
against the increases, while two 
Independents and four Democrats 
combined with 29 Republican reg- 
ulars for the raises. 

Yarns in the first category would 
have a rate of 40 cents a pound 
and 46 per cent ad valorem as 
against 36 cents and 40 per cent in 
existing law and 4@ cents and 40 
per cent in the House bill. The rate 
fixed on yarns worth mofe than 
$1.60 was 40 cents a pound and 
50 per cent as against 36 cents and 
40 per cent as at present, and 40 
cents and 45 per cent in the 
House measure.

she telephoned and told him she 
would not keep the appointment. 

Mrs, Cozart, who is 48 years old 
and the wife of an engine hostler 
employed by the Terminal Rail- 
road, made her affidavit in Attor- 
ney Robert’s office in the Boat- 
men’s Bank Building yesterday in 
the presence of Sellar and Sydney 
H. Coleman of Albany, N. Y., pres- 
ident of the American Humane As- 
sociation. She related that she was 
driving on Coleman street, toward 
a doctor’s office, when she no- 
ticed a “white, dirty and very thin- 
looking dog“ just inside the Cole- 
man street entrance of the alley 
that passes behind the Mullanphy 
Hospital. 

Already late for her appointment 
with the doctor, she said, she drove 
instead to the Humane Society’s 
clinic near which she had former- 
ly resided. In her affidavit, she 
said it probably was Thursday or 
Friday of Christmas week that she 
and her husband went “to the 
farm.” Last night she explained 
that she and her husband spent 
Christmas day on a farm they own 
in Randolph County, Illinois, about 
45 miles from St. Louis on High- 
way No. 13. 

Witnesses Reluctant to Appear. 

Shortly after reporting the find- 
ing of the dog, Mrs. Cozart said, 
she told her husband of the epi- 
sode. When criticism of Sellar be- 
gan, she related, her husband ob- 
jected to her becoming involved in 
the matter. Last Sunday morning, 
she declared, they talked the case 
over and agreed that she should 
go forward and identify herself. 

Finnegan, a 23-year-old truck 

driver, volunteered his statement 
Saturday, but insisted, until after 
he learned Mrs. Cozart’s affidavit 
had been published, that his name 
be withheld. “The only reason 1 
had for wanting to keep my name 
out of print, was because I figured 
somebody would call me a liar and 
I would have to fight,” he told a 
reporter. 
Finnegan related that -he, too, 
was bound for a doctor’s office, 
limping along Coleman stree 
from his grandmother’s home at 
2503 Cass avenue. He was on his 
way to get treatment for two toes 
fractured in a recent accident. At 
Garrison avenue he saw a small 
dog, white, dirty and sick, stagger- 
ing alongside a wall of Mullanphy 
Hospital. Finnegan said he thought 
he would “like to take it home 
and make a dog of it again.” but 
when he passed the place on his 
return the dog was gone, 

Mrs. Marion Iverson of 4431 
Page boulevard told reporters to- 
day that she and her sister, Miss 
Hazel Thompson, of the same ad- 
dress, noticed a dog in the alley 
behind the hospital while making 
a short cut in their automobile 
the morning of Dec. 24. The ani- 
mal’s mouth looked raw, she said. 
A few minutes later, Mrs. Iverson 
said, she telephoned the Humane 
Society about the dog. 

Dr. Kane Stands Pat. 

Informed of the substance of 
Mrs. Cozart’s affidavit, Dr. Kane 
declared that so far as concerned 
the sewed mouth, he still believed 
it was a “mythical dog.“ Mrs. Co- 
zart and Finnegan saw the dog 3 
a distance and did not observe the 
condition of its mouth, but their 
general descriptions of the animal 
tallied otherwise with Sellar’s, 

Sellar has said he did not 
observe stitches until he at- 
tempted ot open the  dog’a 
mouth to see if it had had 
hemorrhages. As has been told, he 
reported that the woman told him 
of the dog shortly before 11 a. m.; 
that he drove to the alley, found 
the animal, discovered that it had 
been tortured, killed it with strych-

He was asked what features of 
the story that the dog had been 
subjected to atrocities led him to 
question it. 

“First, what could be the mo- 
tive?” he responded. . “Second, a 
dog in the gangrenous condition 
described could not have run up 
and down the street as that dog 
was said to do. Third, why should 
a woman driving past zee the dog 
when others walking did not see 
BP: 

“That alley is narrow. If the 
dog was on Coleman street it st 
have been passed by a large num- 
ber of persons coming to clinics at 
that time of the morning. and 
none of them saw it. It must have 
been there for 30 or 45 minutes, if 
a woman saw it, and drove down 
to Sixteenth and Carr streets, and 
Sellar drove back out and found it. 

“Why did the woman drive all 
that distance? Why didn’t she 
walk into the hospital and tele- 
phone, or ask physicians to care 
for this sick dog? 

“According to the story, the 3 80 
was in that state for several days 
and nobody saw it. The neighbor- 
hood is full of children. Anybody 
who knows anything about dogs 
knows that they seek help when 
they are in distress. Other dogs 
would have followed it about. 

“That dog would never have 
stopped fighting. It would have 
torn out those stitches no matter 
how great the pain. Dogs have 
been known to gnaw off an in- 
jured leg. If that dog’s mouth was 
closed long enough for gangrene 
to reach the stage described, it 
had gone without food, water or 
sleep beyond any dog’s endurance. 
I do not believe it could have lived. 

“Sewing a dog’s mouth would 
Without 
anesthetic the dog would fight, 
howl and bite, and the task would 
require-a special needle possessed 
only by a limited number of peo- 
ple.” 


In his original assertion of 
“myth,” published in last Friday’s 
Globe-Democrat, Dr. Kane con- 
demned the use of strychnine by a 
Humane Society officer, declaring 
that strychnine causes a lingering, 
painful death; asserted that “a 
dog’s hide could not be pierced by 
an ordinary needle and that more 
than one man would have been re- 
quired to do the job“; and re- 
marked that if the woman who re- 
ported the case “was sufficiently 
interested to make the long trip 
from the hospital to the animal 
shelter, it seems to me she should 
show enough interest now to come 
forward and quiet the doubts that 
have been raised.” 

Four veterinarians and animal 
hospital ‘doctors subsequently de- 
clared that strychnine killed a dog 
or cat quickly and painlessly and 
was as good as any poison known 
for such a purpose. President 
Coleman of the American Humane 
Association and other Humane So- 
ciety officers agreed that strych- 
nine injections had been used for 
many years by Humane Society 
officers in emergency cases. 

Coleman left this morning for 
his home at Albany, N. Y:, saying 
that he was completely satisfied 
with the turn Of affairs and that 
he did not think he could be of 
further assistance to Sellar. He 
expressed the hope that the dog 
torturer would be arrested and pun- 
ished. |

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Defense Counsel Permitted 
to Put Question to Venire- 


Government. 


“Are you wet or dry?” | 

This question was asked of each 
man examined for jury service in 
the third trial of Heber Nations, 


on a charge of conspiracy to vio- 
late the Volstead act, which began 
today in Federal Judge Davis’ 
court. 

Patrick H. Cullen, one of 
Nations’ attorneys, was permitted 
by the court to put this question 
to members of the panel, over ob- 
jections of the Government’s 
counsel. 

The first man hesitated about 
answering. “I want to know,” 
Cullen explained, whether you are 
enthusiastic for enforcement of the 
prohibition law, or whether you 
are enthusiastic against it.” 

„J don’t care much about it, one 
way or the other,” said the man, 
who was from Audrain County. 

“Indifferent,” said the lawyer. 
“Same class I would put myself 
in.“ 

Several other members of the 
panel took their cue from the first 
man, and announced that they 
were indifferent as to the prohibi- 
tion question. The luncheon recess 
interrupted Cullen’s canvass. 

Nations, former State Labor 
Commissionér, has charged. that 
his indictment was the result of a 
wet plot against him and his 
brother, Gus O. Nations, former 
chief of Federal prohibition en- 
forcement here. Heber Nations was 
indicted because of disclosures by 
Griesedie¢k brewery officers of an 
alleged agreement under which 
they were protected in the manu- 
facture and sale of beer, in 1923- 
24. He was convicted twice, and 
sentenced to prison and fined, but 
the convictions were reversed by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, on 
errors in the record. 

When the case was called, Na- 
tions refused to enter a plea. At- 
torney Cullen said this was because 
the defense did not recognize the 
indictment against him as valid. 
The defense lately demurred to the 
indictment, because of the presence 
of John, C. Dyott, spetial prosecu- 
tor, in the grand jury room when 
it was voted, but this demurrer 
was overruled. 

When the court clerk was about 
to read the indictment, the course 
taken when a defendant refuses to 
enter a plea, Cullen said he would 
waive the reading, to save time, 
and after he had taken formal ex- 
ception, Nations pleaded not guilty. 

Charles M. Hay and Gus O. Na- 
tions are also attorneys for the 
defense,

Rates Cut in Addition. 


“Tt has resulted in a reduction 
in your rates, too,“ suggested Sena- 
tor Dill.

Then he related how the West- 
ern Union, in meeting the challenge 
of Radio competition, not only re- 
duced its regular cable rates, but 
introduced special fo „ such as 
the night letter and the week-end 
letter, all resulting in a great in- 
crease in traffic volume.

“We have no objection to the 
mergér,” he continued. “I think it 
may do both of them some good. 
All we ask is to be allowed to re- 
main free to compete with it.” 
National Safety Talk “Nonsense.” 

“But you do not believe that 
national welfare and the safety of 
American communications de- 
mands a unification of all the 
wires and wireless systems?” asked 
Senater Dill. “Nonsense. Of course 
not.” 

Hawes paid that Young had ar- 
gued for such unification partly on 
the grotind that every other coun- 
try in the world had merged their 
wire and wireless systems. 

Carlton replied that such a mer- 
ger had occurred in Great Britain 
and explained why. British radio, 
he pointed out, is controlled by the 
Postoffice Department there, while 
the cables are privately owned.

“If you have visualized a world 
in which wire and wireless are 
joined in one combination,” he 
said to Hawes, “you are consider- 
ably bewildered, for it is not so.” 

Qualifies Assent to Merger. 

The witness qualified his indif- 
ference to the Radio-I. T. & T. 
merger, by declaring that he did 
not believe Congress should permit 
it unless the Radio Corporation di- 
vested itself of exclusive contracts 
with the British and other foreign 
monopolies. Under those contracts 
the Radio Corporation receives all 
the west-bound radio business from 
those monopolies. 

Furthermore, Carlton said he 
was opposed to allowing the Radio 
Corporation to have a monopoly 
on trans-oceanic wave lengths. 

“It wouldn’t be fair to possible 
competitors or to the public, and 
it wouldn’t be fair to the Radio 
Corporation itself,” he declared 
“Competition is the life blood of 
development. Radio is far too use- 
ful and valuable to be allowed to 
stagnate, as it would certainly do if 
it had a monopoly.” 

Carlton was not enthusiastic 
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over the Federal Communications 
Commission proposed in the pend- 
ing Couzens bill. He said he was 
quite satisfied with regulation by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The company simply files its 
rates with the commission and 
“sands ready to defnd them 
against complaint.” The commis- 
sion has never prescribed rates.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—In a six 


Supreme Court ruled yesterday in 
tne Baltimore street rajlway case 
that a public utility was entitled to 
rates sufficient to cover annual 
depreciation charges based on 
present day rather than actual 
costs in addition to a return of at 
least 7.44 per cent on the present 
value of fits property. 

This important decision went fur- 
ther than any other recent opinſon 
of the court in emp that 
a utility should be valued on a re- 
production basis rather than by 
the “prudent investment” yard- 
stick. Justices Holmes, Brandeis 
and Stone, the three Liberals on 
the bench, dissented from the ma- 
jority opifiion written by ae es 
Sutherland. 

Fare to Re 10 Cents. 

Under the decision, the street 
car riders of Baltimore will have 
to pay a flat 10-cent fare as soon 
as the Maryland Utilities Commis-. 
sion issues an order in conformity 
with the court's decision. The com- 
mission had held that a 10-cent 
cash fare and.a four-for-35-cent 
token fare were sufficient to give 
an adequate return. The case came 
to the Supreme Court on appeal by 
the street car company from the 
Maryland Circuit Court of Appeais, 
which held that the Commission’s 
token sale order was not confisca- 
tory. The circuit court, however, 
held that the company was en- 
titled to annual depreciation 
charges based on present replace- 
ment prices, beginning with the 
year 1925. 

The city of Baltimore entered 
a counter plea in the case before 
the Supreme Court, pointing out 
that in making its rate base of 
$75,000,000 the street railway com- 


/pany had valued its franchises at 


$5,000,000 although they had been 
given the company by the local 
governments. The city maintained 
that the $5,000,000 should have 
been eliminated from the rate 
base. Justice Sutherland made 


short work of this contention, de- 


eiding that it had been put for- 
ward too late. The three dissenting 
justices, however, upheld the city. 

The company admitted that the. 
rates fixed by the Utilities Commis- 
sion would net a returm of 6.26 
per cent on its present value. but 
insisted that such a return was 
confiscatory. 

Holds 6.26 Pet. Is 38 

In upholding the street railway 
company, the majority opinion 
said: 

„A return of 6.26 per cent is 
clearly inadequate. In the light of 
recent decisions of this Court and 
other Federal decisjons, it is not 
certain that rates securing a re- 
turn at 7% per cent or even 8 
per cent on the value of the prop- 
erty would not be necessary to 
avoid confiscation. 

“But this we need not decide 
since the company itself sought 
from the commission a rate which 
it appears would produce a return 
of 7.44 per cent, at the same time 
insisting that such a return fell 
short of being adequate. Upon the 
present record we are of the opin- 
ion that to enforce rates produc- 
ing less than this would be con- 
fiscatory and in violation of the 
due process clause ot the four- 
teenth amendment.” 

The opinion declared that under | 
the previously agreed valyation of 
$75,000,000 on the company’s prop- 
erty, with’ allowances for deprecia- 


tion calculated on that valuation.

Judged by all traditional standards, 
Henry J. Gerling represents the highest 
type of educator of the modern school. 
I was formerly associated with tliis gen- 
tleman for seven years in the St. Louis 
school. system, and am therefore in a 
position to formulate an estimate of his 
true worth. He represents the philoso- 
phic type of educator who understands 
the pressing problems and exacting 
needs of the modern school system of a 
large city. His long years of study, and 
the high positions of trust which he 
has held in the past, fit him to guide 
the destinies of our St. Louis school sys- 
tem which he has served so faithfully 
in the years gone by, and with such un- 
selfish devotion. There is absolutely no 
guile or hypocrisy in the makeup of this 
man, and even his most critical judges 
will grant that his efficiency is equaled 
by his integrity—a rare combination in- 
deed, 

Like other large school Systems, St. 
Louis possesses a number of efficient 
executive educators, but I doubt very 
much whether there is available any- 
where in this country an-educator who 
possesses to such a marked degree the 
peculiar ensemblage of qualifications 
which distinguish Mr. Gerling, . and 
which will be required in their fullest 
potency; to bring back to the school 
system of St. Louis the high morale and 
esprit de corps which prevailed in the 
administrations of Soldan and Blewett.

Unfortunately for the Valley, an ambiguity in 
law has given-North Atlantic lines a temporary up 
vantage. For the purpose of stimulating the transfer 
of the merchant marine from Government to private 
hands, and to make it possible for private owners to 
operate profitably in competition with subsidized for- 
reign lines, the merchant marine law of 1928 set up 
a new system of ocean mail contracts to aid Amer- 
fean flag lines. 

When the Mississippi valley owners of the Guilf- 
Brazil River, Plate Line (a former Shipping Board 
line) undertook to obtain a mail contract, however, 
it was underbid by a company operating chiefly 
foreign flag tonnage in the Gulf trade. The law is, 
so worded as to make it. difficult to decide to 
whom the mail contract should be awarded, although 
the ‘Shipping Board takes the view- that the Goveru - 
ment is morally obligated to make ‘mail revenue 
available to companies purchasing Shipping Board 
lines, The Shipping Board asks that the law be 
clarified to permit the board to oarty out Congres- 
Sional intent. :

Sleet fell early today, accompan- 
ied by a 36-degree drop of tem- 
perature within 12 hours, serious- 
ly hamperng street car traffic in 


ous trolley wires broke. Thousands 
of workers were delayed from a 


few minutes to long periods in 


reaching their places of employ- 
ment. By the end of the morn. 
ing rush hour the Public Service 
Co. reported all lines opened, al- 
though traffic conditions caused a 
tendency of cars to run in bunches. 

Rain fell from 5 p. m. yesterday 
to 2 o'clock this morning, when 
sleet began ta mix with it. The 
downfall became entirely sleet, 
which is partially frozen rain, at 
2:45 a. m. This continued und 
5:30 a. m. The total precipitation 
was .64 of an inch. 


The temperature was 55 degrees 
at 9 o’clock last night, but it fell | 
14 degrees in the next hour and 
reached the freezing point, 32, by 
midnight. A steady drop contin- 
ued during the night, reaching 19 
degrees at 9 o’clock this morning, | 
approximately the level expected to 


pe maintained during the day. 


Eight Above Is Forecast. 

A brief cold wave is forecast by 
the Weather Bureau, with a mini- 
mum of about 8 degrees early to- 
morrow and possibly snow flur- 
ries today. Tonight and tomorrow 
are expected to be fair. This is the 
first extreme weather of 1930, the 
first six days of which had aver- 
aged about 10 degrees higher tem- 
perature than the normal of 32. 

Extreme difficulty was caused 
the street car company in main- 
taining service. Extra linemen 
were called from their homes soon 
after the sleet began and toiled un- 
til breakfast time. About 100 in- 
stances of broken wires were re- 
ported, sometimes several breaks 
occurring in one locality. This 
was due to the quick drop of tem- 
perature, accompanied by the 
sleet. 

The number of owl cars was 
doubled in an attempt to keep the 
wires scraped clear of ice, and 
some cars even were sent out with 
the little brass wheel removed 
from the trolley pole, so that the

A bruise, a cut, or a headache 
due to a dietary indiscretion are U- 
lustrativé conditions. Such can in 
the main so be treated by home 
remedies. 

But what are home remedies? 
Chiefly the following—a standard 
antiseptic, heat, cold, water, rest, 
exercise, soap and friction or mas- 
sage. 

By means of these, most of the 
simpler conditions can be ade- 
guately treated If these remedies 
are unsuited to the condition then 
the chances are that the condition 
is unsuited to home remedy. 

In dtrect contrast to the home 
remedies stand the drug remedies. 
It is practically never safe to take 
drugs on the advice of the un- 
trained. Here again the logic is 
simple. Drugs to be of value must 
be potent. If they are powerless 
then they are wotthiess. If they 

are powerful then they are too 
strong for safety in unskilled 
hands.
